I lie Public. Ledger of Philadelphia boasts that one per­ 
son out of fifty in Pennsylvania bas an automobile. 
I bere 
are just short of 160.000 automobiles in that stale. Ibis, 
the boast continues, is virtually as many as New York had 
last year, although with a population 1,000,000 greater 
than Pennsylvania. 
Accepting the figures of tile Public Ledger, it is lilting 
to acid that iii California also automobiles are “ just short 
of 160,000.” 
Hie highest numeral observed on the 
streets of Pasadena has been 157,000, and statistics are 
not at hand to show how far this has been exceeded. Hie 
mere fact that California has practically as many automo­ 
biles as Pennsylvania is worth thinking about, when the 
combined population of the two leading cities of Pennsyl­ 
vania far exceeds the total population of California.

The roads of Southern California are matchless. I hey ; 
are being extended rapidly, but tilt' system now exc els any 
other in the United States. I his refers not only to the qual­ 
ity of the roadway, bul the charm of the region it makes so 
easily accessible. 
Moreover, the people are enjoying a 
high average of prosperity. Were this not the case, neces­ 
sity would limit the swarming thousands of vehicles driven 
for the fun of driving rather than for the purpose of going 
somewhere. 
Finally, Southern California is a great playground. It 
is so recognized by the people who live here, and it is fore 
ing recognition on all the world.
